sT is a good thing in private 

Life to keep Accounts clear. 

_ We know that ir is generally 

® reckon’d a very bad Sign 

when a Trader is unwilling 

to ballance his Books; and in 

Holiand it is a common 

Phrafe for Breaking, that a 

Man is miftaken in his Ac- 

counts. In the moft material 

Tran{factions of Life we think it our Duty to confider 

pravely before we begin to ask Advice ; to deliberate 

for fome Space, and to act at laft with Caution. This 

is certainly very right; few things that are done 

haftily fucceed happily. But yet, it Confideration be a 

aty, Re-confideration is a Benefit. We may provide 

againft one Mifchance by canvafling things well be- 

fore we act; but we may provide againft many, if 

we will but canvafs our paft Actions, compare our 

Defigns with the Events produced by our attempting 

tocarry them into Execution, and reflecting on the 

prefent State of our Affairs with the Caufes which 

produced it. Ie is faid that Experience will make 

Fools wife; one may therefore exoe& that no Man of 

common Senfe with deny that Refleftion is the Road to 

Knowledge, and that the beft Method of judging of 

Cownfels is ftriétly to examine their Effefts. All thar 

I have faid hisherte relates to private Life, and I 

perfuade myfelf rhat it is fo plain and reaionable, 

that it cannot be charg’d with b/urdity, tho’ it is 
publifhed in the Gazetteer. 

Yer if fettling Accounts in an extenfive Senfe, if 
computing and comparing may be of uſe to every 
Man in common Occurrences, I cannot fee why they 
fhould be of lefs Ufc in publick Affairs. 1 am fare 
B-fore any great Step is taken, we hear the Advice 
of many who are no Privy Coun/ellors, and are @unn'd 
with the Speeches of Orators who wear that Title in 
Right of their own Prefumption. This being fo, I 
Cannot fee why we fhould not be at Liberty to re- 
view State Proceedings, or why we fhould be debarrꝰd 
from making fuch Comparifons in rela'ion to them as 


are beft fuired to the wen 


uifhing the true Princi- 
pies and real Defigns of the Parties {ubfifting amongé 


us. For my Part, I have long look’d upon a Seffons 
of Parliament asa Political Voyage, and bave feldom 
fail’d at the End of it computing what was got by 
the Meafures taken, and what might have been gor 
by following any Meafures which were — 
this means, I have difcovered, or I think I have dif- 
covered, many things which have efcap’d other Folks 
Obſervation. The Fruits of this Year's Confidera- 
tion have been theſe: outa wi. Te - 
In the firft Place, I call*d to Mind the main 
Point labour'd by the Patriots, which was the Break- 
ing of the Coxwention. The more I thought of this, 
I own the more I was puzzled; for the Right of 
making Peace and War being undubitably in the 
Crown, I could not divine how the Intentions of 
thofe Men might have been legally anfwer’d. Ir 
look’d to me as if the Violence with which they 
urged this Demand had for its peculiar Motive an 
Inclination to break in upon our Conftitution, by pro 
curing fuch a Check upon the Minifiry as muſt of Ne- 
ceffity have wounded the Honour, and funk rhe 
Credit of the Crown, as well Abroad as at Home. 
For if the Convention, which contained nothing 
prejudicial to the Honours, Titles or Claims of Great 
rain, but quite the contrary; I fay, if this Con- 
vention had been cenfured, what Foreign Court would 
have treated with us again? How dangerous would 
it have been for any of our Minifters to have tranf- 
acted any Bufinefs? And how uncertain, in one Mo- 
ment, would all our Treaties have become ? Yet I 
faw, with no lefs Surprize, that fuch as preffed thefe 
Points moft warmly, pretended mighty Zeal for the 
Royal Family, and talk’d of nothing more loudly than 
the deep Concern they were under, Icft the Honour 





of the King and Nation fhould fuffer by this Conven- 
tion. But, upon examining this more clofely, it ap- 
pear'd to me very clear, that the Glory of the 
King and Kingdom was etteem'd by thefe Peopie merely 
as a eee Phrafe; and chat the true Defign 
of thefe People was to put am Affront on the King 
and his Minifters by fome Reprefentation of the Er 
rors committed in this Negotiation, or by fome fhort 
declaratory Vote, which, at the fame Time that it 
ferved their Purpofes, might have concealed their 
Reafons. 

I next recolle&ted the great Zeal the fame worthy 
Gentlemen expreffed for vindicating the Nation's 
Caufe by an immediate War with Spain, which I 
humbly conccive could not have been made without 
much larger 1 than have been given for many 
Years patt. e fhould then have feen the whole 
Syfiem of Affairs in Europe chang’d in a Moment ; a 
War kindled equally uncertain in its Events and in 
its Confequences; and which, tho’ at firft we might 
have carried it abroad into the Enemy's Country, 
might in the End have been brought home to our own: 
At leaft this might have been attempted, in Con- 
fequence of the pofitive Affurances which the male- 
content Writers have given the World, that a great 
Part of the People of Great Britain are difcontented. 
A War equally dangerous and defiruétive to both 
Nations, fince it is umiverfally agreed, that it is the 
mutual Intercft of Spain and Great Britain to be upon 

ood Terms with each other. A War which would 

ave thrown the latter entirely into the Hands of 
France; a Power which fome Gentlemen will have 
to be our natural Enemy now, tho’ they laugh'd at 
that Notion as ridiculous twenty Years ago, and have 
had many Reafons to think it fo fince. A War, ad- 
vifed by Men who formerly plumed themfelves on 
being the Friends of Peace, and who, at the very 
Inftant chat they are exclaiming againft the Grants 
made by the People to their Sovereign, advifed /uch 
Meafures as would require much larger Grants; and, 
which is till more extraordinary, vilify thofe as ex- 
travagant who make it their utmoft Endeavour to 
prevent fueh Grants from becoming neceflary. 

Ir likewife ftruck me, that if the Sentiments of 
any of our great Patriots had been tollowed, we 
fhould by this Time have feen the whale Trade of 
this Nation in a very precarious Condition ; we fhould 
not only have feen the American Seas {warming with 
more formidable Enemies than Guarda Coffas, but we 
fhould alfo have feen the Mediterranean covered with 
Capers of all Nations, with Spanih Colours, bufy in 
makigg their Fortunes at our Expence. If, to prevent 
this, we in our Turn had covered the Seas with 
Ships of War, and fuffer’d nothing to ftir without a 
Convoy, what an Expence muft the Nation bave been 
at? And how long would our Trade have fupporred 
fuch an Expence, when every trading Nation in Eu 
rope would have taken the Advantage of our Circum- 
ances by wnderfelling us? In fuch a Situation, what 
Comfort wouldar have given to the pprefed Farmer, 


on whom the meceffaty Taxes were levied? or the di- 
drefled Trader wh felt the ill Confequences of the 


War, that thefe Taxes were laid, and this War en- 
tered ‘into at the Solicitation of fuch as take upon 
themfelves to be the fole Friends of Trade, as well 
as the fole Guardians of the Honour and Reputation 
of their Country? It is very poflible that the Farmers 
and the Traders might have been by this Mcans 
effeQually convinced of their miflaken Notions ; 
but furely the Conviétion that they may now have 
will not be thought of lefs Value, becaufe they 
do not purchafe it at fo high a Price. There is no- 
thing more certain in Nature than that things would 
have been by this Time in the State in which I re- 
prefent them, had the Advices of thofe Men pre- 
vailed ; and therefore, the fame Thanks, the fame 
Regard is due to them as if they had. 

Tusss& Compurations are not either chimerical, or 
founded on falfe Faéts ; they ate Truths which the 
Party with all its copious Affurarice cannot deny ; 
and therefore it behoves the People of England. to 
copfider them weil. Let them, I fay, fince they are 
fo fond of confidering publick Affairs, confider, and 
reconfider what would have been che Fruits of thefe 
their good Friends Counfels: Ler’ them figure to 
themfelves the Condition of a Nation wherein, the 
Government would have been defpoil’d of ics mecefary

Authority, involv’d in an expenfive War, in Breach of 
publick Faith, and without Alles, and effe€tually de- 
prived of all its Zrade on account of a difputable De- 
clenfion of acertain Branch it. I fay, let them figure 
this to themfelves, with the additional Circumftance 


of the fudden Flight of thofe who pret it ; which 


could proceed only from one o 
being a/bamed of what they had done, or their being 
vex'd that they had done ſo much to no Purpofe; cither 
of which fpeak them bad Men rather than good 
Patriots. 


Bur it is Time to call off our Thoughts from 
fuch melancholy Subjeéts, and to recreate our Eyes 
with the other Side of the Accouns. We fee the 
Honcur of the Nation fecured by a Parliamentary Ap- 
probation ot the King’s Meafures, which isa rational, 
natural and conttitutional Stamp of Authenticity with 
refpeét to the People. As to what the Malecontents fay of 
this, ic deferves no Credit, for tao Realons: Firf, 
becauſe it isa good Meafure, and it is improbable that 
good Meafures fhould be promoted by bad Means. 
Secondly, thefe People are angry; and we know that 
when People are angry, they are apt to /ay any thing, 
efpecially when they have mothing to fay. The much 
on this Head; what I have {aid is plain and eafy to 
comprehend, for Truth is always fo. Fallbood, in- 
deed, requires Management, Arts and Colouring ;

And what then? Why the honeft Houwfekecper is never” 


thought of, but the rocuib Raggamuffin 1s applauded 
where he ought to be prited. Truth and Honefty, 
tho’ they are plain, yet are they good Things for alk 
this. I defpite Craft, and contend only for a {mall 
Share of common Senfe, which will be more than fuf- 
ficicnt to expofe the Defigns of the Faétion, becaule it 
is more than fufficient to enable me to defivibe them, 
and then they expofe themf-lves. But to go on. 

THe Nation hath not been run to vat Expences, 
nor isin Danger of bring rum intothem. We have 
laid out Money it is truc ; but we have laid it owt for 
ourfelves, and amongtt ourfélves; therefore 1 hope 
nobody will fay it has not been well /aid out, or laid 
out with any but proper Perfoms. I do admit that balf 
the Sum might have faved all this Clamour ; for thofe 
who rave againft Bribing, are moft likely to expeé it ;

* Year at the Battle of Cornia, and he was always

° * Turkith Minifters hardly durft fay their Souls were 
* their own in the late Vizier’s Time, but now they
